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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The past year the Selectmen tried to return the most 
benefits for each tax dollar to the town’s people. 

One of our efforts that has, and will, continue to accom- 
plish this stretching of tax monies is the appointment of 
Road Agent. The Road Agent has accepted the duty of 
getting the maximum out of the allotment spent on town 
roads and is confident that a program under his direction 
will increase the quality of our roads. This will be done by 
a program of maintenance of all roads and by not allowing 
some roads to waste away until rebuilding is necessary. 
Thus, spending for maintenance of all roads rather than 
spending for rebuilding a few roads is his plan. 

The young adults under Don Armington’s supervision 
have again helped the town to stretch its tax dollars by 
giving us their services. What little monies they receive 
seems to somehow multiply; for what is done for the town 
could never be bought for such a pittance elsewhere. 
Mason's Youth Corp members have our gratitude and thanks. 


The National Guard has offered to help in renovating the 
town hall and other properties by supplying the skilled 
labor needed to make the town hall’s interior shine. After 
the job is completed, the interior will match the new 
shingles, replaced roof boards and freshly painted sides. 

The law firm of Enright, Lizzotte and Drescher is the 
town counselor and will be assisting in town matters needing 
legal aid. 

Both Mr. Abbott and Mr. Stone have attended separate 
schools for the assessing of properties. Both courses were a 
week long and were paid for by the students. 

The town has recently received it’s new fire truck and it’s 
capabilities and potentials will enable the town to long 
enjoy it’s services. After a “break-in” period for it, the Fire 
Department and the town all should be at top performance. 

The town welfare has been and will continue, as long as 
approved by the members of the Board of Selectmen, to be 
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handled by the complete Board of Selectmen. Surplus Food 
will be handled by Operation Help, which is housed in 
Milford and makes delivery runs to Mason. 

The Financial Board of Advisors has collaborated with the 
Board of Selectmen and their consensus is to ask the town 
to apply the Revenue Sharing money that will be voted on 
this year to the obligation of a town tax map which will be 
required by 1980. Another obligation worth mention is the 
1975 state deadline for sanitary land-fill dumps. 

Our last years town report has received praise and the 
Board decided the letter should be included in this town 
report. Also, we would like to mention that Andy's Play- 
house has completed it’s third season of plays here in Mason.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Mason in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Mason on Tuesday, the fifth day of March, next, at 
two of the clock in the afternoon, then and there, to bring 
in your ballots for the following: 


Article 1. Selectman for three years; and Delegates to 
the Constitutional Convention. 


Article 2. Are you in favor of amending the following 
Articles of the Mason Planning Ordinance, as tt dae by 
the Mason Planning Board: 


AMEND Article IV, Section D to read: The removal of 
clay, sod, loam, sand, or gravel is permitted in any District, 


provided that: 


(1) no sod or loam is taken out of the Town (sod grown 
commercially on a sod farm is exempt from this 
restriction) and (2) such removal shall require, as 
the Board of Selectmen deem necessary: 


a. control of the unfinished level and grading. 


b. control of the placing of topsoil upon completion of 
excavation, seeding, and planting with approved 
materials to restore the area to a usable condition 
protected from erosion and reforested as necessary. 


c. control of temporary and permanent drainage. 


d. disposition of boulders, vegetation, stumps and other 
debris including unused material and any structures 
used in connection with the operation. 
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e. the construction of necessary fencing to protect 
against hazards. 


f. vegetation to remain as a visual barrier. 


g. hours of operation, except that, hours of operation 
will not be limited during the normal working day. 


h. routing and means (including load limits) for trans- 
portation of materials. 


i. posting of a performance bond with sufficient sure- 
ties or other security in the amount sufficient to cover 


items “a” through “f’ and any other conditions said 
Board may require. 


(3) the removal of more than 1000 cubic yards of clay, 
sand, gravel or peat in any one year shall require 
in addition a permit from the Board of Selectmen. 


AMEND Article IV, Section G to read: No privy, septic 
tank, or any portion of a sewage disposal area shall be con- 
structed or maintained less than 75 feet from the edge of 
a public water body, from a well, from adjoining property, 
or from a building or dwelling other than that to which 
it is appurtenant. 


AMEND Article V, Section A4 to read: Church, school, 
hospital, sanitorium, golf course, other community facility 
and public utility, lodging house, inn, tourist home, motel, 
tourist court cabin or other guest establishment (including 
such retail business within these permitted buildings as are 
conducted for the convenience of the residents or guests), 
a shop, restaurant, service station, or other retail establish- 
ment, a business office, light industry, theatre or hall pro- 
vided that approval of the Board of Adjustment shall be 
obtained. 


AMEND Article V, Section A6 to read: Frontage and 
Lot Area. The minimum frontage shall be 200 feet on a 
Class V highway or better and the minimum lot size shall 
be 88,000 sq. ft. per dwelling. 
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AMEND Article V, Section B3 to read: Frontage and 
Lot Area. The minimum frontage shall be 250 ft. on a Class 
V highway or better and the minimum lot size shall be 
132,000 sq. ft. per dwelling. 


AMEND Article VII, Section E to read: Enforcement. 
Upon any well-founded information that this Ordinance is 
being violated, the Selectmen shall take immediate steps 
to enforce the provisions of the Ordinance by notifying the 
violator and by seeking an injunction in Superior Court. 


AMEND Article VIII by deletion of Section A2, A2a, 
A2b, and B. 


AMEND Article X (Penalty) to read: Every person, 
persons, firm or corporation violating any of the provisions 
of this Ordinance shall be fined not more than fifty dollars 
($50) upon conviction for each day such violation exists. 


DELETE present Article XIII (Existing Ordinances ) 
and re-number Article XIV (Definitions) and Article XV. 


AMEND new Article XIII (Definitions) Section A5 by 
deleting the following: “5. Frontage—the length of the lot 
bordering on the public right of way” and by re-numbering 
the consecutive paragraphs thereafter. 


The polls to close at 7 p. m. of the same day and 
at half past seven of the clock in the afternoon 
of the same day at the same place to act upon 
the following subjects: 


Article 3. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 
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Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men and Town Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will allow an increase of 
$100 in salary for the Town Treasurer, or take any other 
action pertaining thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $682.17 for the purchase of a new police cruiser. 
The total cost of cruiser is $4,367.99, less $1,271.81 down 
payment, less $1,350.00 for present police cruiser trade-in, 
and less $1,064.51 from the 1972 Police Budget. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 toward the purchase of fire apparatus 
and equipment as voted at the 1972 Town Meeting, or take 
any other action pertaining thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,293.20 for the purchase of a Swenson Slip-in 
Sand Spreader. Original purchase price is $3,918.20, less 
credit for rent paid of $1,625.00. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500 for costs of making the necessary 
adjustments in 1974 property assessments by the state ap- 
praisers. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $407.32, as the Town's share for 
the studies and operation of the Southwestern New Hamp- 
shire Regional Planning Commission. 
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Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $840 for a breath testing device 
and simulator, to be reimbursed 100% by the State High- 
way Safety Agency. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $874 for the purchase of two fire- 
proof file cabinets for the Town files, or take any other 
action pertaining thereto. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $300 to make repairs in Pleasant 
View Cemetery on the vault roof and necessary tree work, 
or take any other action pertaining thereto. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $250 to make repairs to the road en- 
trances of Prospect Hill Cemetery, or take any other action 
pertaining thereto. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $350 to replace the cap stones on the 
Town Pound. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to join with 
other communities to use a particular solid waste disposal 
facility, if recommended by the Solid Waste Disposal Com- 
mittee, with each participating community paying their 
pro-rata share of the costs of establishing such a facility 
and the operating costs thereof, as permitted under R.S.A. 
53-A, or take any other action pertaining thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $3,500 as its share of the 
costs of establishing a solid waste disposal facility, or take 
any other action pertaining thereto. 
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Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a 
department to be called Mason Department of Public Works, 
that will include town roads, parks, playgrounds, cemeteries 
and town dump, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to adopt and 
establish a Capital Reserve Fund under Chapter 85 of the 
State Laws, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,000 to go into a Capital Reserve 
Fund for the replacement of a police cruiser, or take any 
other action pertaining thereto. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to form a 
permanent Water Hole Committee to maintain present 
water holes for fire protection purposes and install new ones 
as requested by the Fire Department and as funds permit. 
Committee to be formed of three persons, consisting of at 
least one member of the Fire Department and two other 
persons, or take any other action pertaining thereto. Mem- 
bers to be appointed by the Selectmen on a staggered term 
basis. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $250 for the maintenance and/or 
construction of water holes under permanent Water Hole 
Committee direction, or take any other action pertaining 
thereto. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $4,467.16, plus interest earned, from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund to be transferred to a reserve fund towards 
the purchase of a town tax map, or take any other action 
pertaining thereto. 
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Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to grant the 
Selectmen the power to expend town funds, or raise neces- 
sary funds for the purpose of reconstructing town roads 
and bridges or portions thereof destroyed or damaged by 
natural disasters and to authorize the Selectmen to apply 
for, contract for, and accept grants of federal or state aid, 
or both, as may be available to carry out the purpose of 
this appropriation. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will authorize a com- 
mittee of three townspeople to be chosen at Town Meeting 
with a budget of $150 to become Mason's American Revolu- 
tion Bicentennial Commission with any sub-committees 
necessary, or take any other action pertaining thereto. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to have a 
semi-annual tax billing and compensate the Tax Collector 
at the rate of 34, of 1% of property taxes collected, or take 
any other action pertaining thereto. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to give a 2% 
discount on taxes paid on or before a certain date or take 
any action relating thereto. (By Petition) 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to designate 
the following roads as “scenic” under the provisions of 
RSA 253:17 & 18 for the purposes of protecting and en- 
hancing the scenic beauty of Mason, or take any other 
action pertaining thereto: 


Darling Hill Road 
Cascade Road 
Old Ashby Road 
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Article 80. To see if the Town will vote to accept a 
permanent change of approach at the Wilton end of the 
Class VI town road which passes through the front yard 
of the Schulze residence to the present new approach lo- 
cated approximately fifty yards from the original approach 
at no cost to the Town. (By Petition) 


Article 81. To see if the Town will vote to reopen 
and maintain the portion of Scripps Lane from the Brook- 
line Road westerly 1215 ft. to a point just beyond the ex- 
isting turn around, where Gates and Bars are presently 
being maintained, or take any action relative thereto.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


I would like to thank all of the citizens who have helped 
on the Highway Dept. during the year. 

I am indebted to several young men and Donald Armitio- 
ton of the Mason Youth Corp for the many hours of and 
labor that was used on the highway to clean culverts, 
cutting brush, picking stones, patching, and many other 
jobs. Dollars saed in labor were able to be used in work of 
equipment or materials. 

I would like to thank Mason Volunteer Fire Dept. for the 
use of their area and quarters for our temporarv area to 
work from. 

Approximately 3500 yds of gravel was put on the gravel 
roads this year. Approximately 100 tons of patch was put on 
tarred roads. Two and one half miles of roads were sealed 
this year. Gravel roads were graded twice this year. Nine 
culverts were dug up and relaid this year and one new cul- 
vert was put in on Walker Brook Rd. 

Duncan money was used on Brookline Rd. and will con- 
tinue on in 1974. TRA money was spent on Townsend Rd. 
and will continue on in 1974. | 

We are hoping to oil and seal approx. 3 miles of tarred 
roads next year. We are planning to do more graveling on 
gravel roads in muddy areas. We are planning to do more 
brush cutting, cleaning culverts, and putting in new culverts 
and relaying of some of the old culverts. 

This year we leased a sander for the winter use and I 
hope that you will vote to purchase this sander at town 
meeting. It will allow our cost on sealing roads in the sum- 
mer to be lower per mile as well as the sander’s use on 
winter roads.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT — 1973 


In 1978 we tried a new fund raising system of coin saver 
cards to help in the purchase of equipment. The Department 
feels that this was a great success and we would like to 
thank each and every one who contributed. The costs of all 
types of fire equipment has increased at an alarming rate and 
the coin saver cards did much to alleviate the strain. Phone 
stickers were given out at the same time as the coin savers. 
Anyone needing extra phone stickers can obtain them from 
any member of the Department. 

Late in December, 1973 we received delivery of our new 
piece of fire apparatus. The truck should be in service about 
February Ist, as soon as the Rating Bureau has given us their 
approval. We will notify the citizens living within the three 
mile limit; they may then petition their insurance companies 
for a rate reduction. It is interesting to note that when 
approval to purchase the truck was given by the Town, the 
rate reduction limit was two road miles from the Fire Sta- 
tion. Due to improvements in our overall fire protection 
throughout the State, the Rating Bureau has raised this to a 
three road mile limit. This limit would be raised to five 
miles if the towns would band into an organized Mutual Aid 
system. 

The Department has authorized an increase in the active 
membership of the Department. We have room, therefore, 
for a few more interested persons who feel they would like 
to join. 

Members of the Department attended fire schools at Gil- 
ford and Meadowood and the Fire Officer's Seminar at Man- 
chester.

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Fire Warden’s Report 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every 
town, city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. 
Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not 
covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the fire 
‘warden. Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 
9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is a commercial or industrial burn 
or it is raining. The fire warden is assisted in his work by the 
District Forest Fire Chief, who works for the Department of Re- 
sources and Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 

Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of 
the Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need, with 72% 
of the fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey 
the Bear is an important prevention tool, but he still needs much 
help from the public. Parents should warn their children of the 
hazards of playing with matches. Children tend to forget that a 
lighted match held in their hand is a potential forest fire.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


This year the Board has considered and the Town has re- 
solved not to allow the addition of any more mobile homes, 
as well as deciding against cluster zoning, as requested and 
required by the Locke Associates. 

Public hearings are scheduled and our attention is pres- 
ently directed toward: (1) the problem and exposure we 
may have from large outside contractors depleting our na- 
tural resources, and (2) correcting and improving our present 
ordinances. 

Last year the voters in their wisdom decided to have the 
Town become a dues-paying member of the Southwestern 
New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. This Com- 
mission has been of great assistance to this Board, attending 
our meetings when requested, making research available 
and in short, helping this Board to operate more correctly, 
economically and efficiently. We are indebted to them. 

Personnel changes on the Board have occurred as a re- 
sult of Raymond Parker being elected Selectman, excluding 
him from being a member other than ex-officio, ‘and he re- 
placed Henry Abbott in this capacity. J. Prentice Sanger 
moved to Wisconsin and the two vacancies have been ably 
filled by Harold Elliott and Michael Farrey.

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REPORT OF THE 
FINANCIAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Committee met with the Selectmen on January 8, 
1974 to consider Budget and Warrant articles prior to pub- 
lication in the Town Report. 

The items which changed from the previous year and 
were discussed are commented on below: 

A $800.00 increase in Town Officers’ Salaries was voted at 
the last Town Meeting. $100.00 to each Selectman. 

The $700.00 increase in Town Officers’ Expenses was 
brought about by reason of (1) a $350.00 deficiency in the 
amount voted last year, (2) An increase in the Secretary's 
pay schedule and other general increases in the cost of run- 
ning the Town Office. 

There is a $700.00 increase in the Town Hall Expense 
account. There is also available an “Insurance Kitty” of some 
$400.00 collected for Water Damage. The N. H. National 
Guard is scheduled to do an extensive repair and renovation 
job on the interior of the building at no labor cost to the 
Town. A reasonable amount should be available to cover 
materials and supplies. 

The Retirement and S. S. account is up due to rate in- 
creases and more people on the Town payroll. 

Employees Insurance is higher due to the placing of Group 
Hospital and Medical Insurance including Death Benefit 
and Salary Continuation Features. One half (2) of this in- 
surance is borne by the employees. 

An item of $1,271.31 not used by the Police Department 
will go toward the new Cruiser. Warrant Articles will call 
for authorization to spend $1,000.00 plus interest voted in 
1972, and an additional $1,000.00 needed to complete the 
purchase. 

Increases in the Fire Department item are due to added 
‘Drill’ hours and general increases in the cost of running the 
Department. A recurring item of $5,000.00 will continue 
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until the Bank Loan for the new engine is paid up in 1977. 
Interest charges are also involved. 

Of the $3,100.00 increase in the general Insurance item 
$1,365.00 represents a premium for added coverage placed 
during 1973 and not provided for at Town Meeting. The 
$1,735.00 balance represents the same added coverage for 
1974, including the new fire truck and other automotive 
equipment. $300,000. liability protection is included. 

The increase in ‘Communications Service’ represents the 
new annual charge as invoiced by the ‘Control Center’. 

The $1,498.00 ‘Ambulance Service’ item represents the 
new annual rate of $2.50 times the population. 

The ‘Summer Road’ figures of $9,000.00 includes added 
monies needed to repair, rebuild and maintain summer 
roads. 

General Highway Expenses are up based on an over ex- 
penditure in 1973 due to the added cost of running the de- 
partment. 

The Highway Department is requesting $3,918.20 to pur- 
chase the ‘Sander’ now leased at $1,620.00 per year. It 
would be ‘GOOD BUSINESS’ for the Town to apply the 
lease money and purchase the unit. 

‘Old Age Assistance and Town Poor’ require an added 
$200.00 to cover an increase in the number of people re- 
quiring help. 

The general maintenance figure for “Cemeteries is in- 
creased to $450.00 to provide a higher level of upkeep. 
There are also warrant articles of $300.00 for removal and 
trimming of trees and $250.00 for driveway repairs. 

_ Our share in the Southwest Regional Planning Association 
is $407.32. 

$450.00 will be adequate to cover annual reassessments by 
the Tax Commission. 

A General ‘Capital Reserve’ Fund should be voted with 
fairly. substantial amounts layed away annually to be used 
by vote of the Town as a hedge against extraordinary future 
expenses. 
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Serious consideration should be given to adoption of the 
N. H. Municipal Budget Law. Under this act committee 
members are elected, open budget hearings are held and 
town expenditures are reviewed.

The educational subjects covered were forestry, road im- 
provements, landscaping, improvements of playgrounds and 
playground safety, painting, installation of dry wall and 
finishing of the same, wood paneling, installation, and train- 
ing for journeyman eleaieirt 

Nineteen youths participated in the 1973 Summer Pro- 
gram. Nine worked under the direction of the Road Agent, 
C. M. Dunn, and ten with the supervisor. 

Eight youths are participating in the 1973-1974 In School 
Program. Three are working under the direction of the 
Road Agent, and five with myself. 

One youth is participating in the Out of School Program. 

The boys and girls worked at the Town Hall and its 

grounds, the pine grove at the town parking lot, the historic 
sites, the cemeteries, the Fire Station and grounds, and the 
Mason School playground. 
-.Mrs. Frost of the Mason School feels that the work com- 
pleted by the Youth Corps in the school playground has 
reduced abrasions and contusions by eighty-five (85) per 
cent to the children using the playground. 

To prepare our young adults for the working world, they 
have worked under three degrees of supervision, “Direct 
Supervision,’ “Close Supervision,” and “Limited Super- 
vision.” If any boy or girl did not meet their expected re- 
sponsibilities, they were returned to direct supervision, then 
he or she soon worked his way back to the next less 
restricted degree of supervision. 

The Mason Youth Corps operated for fifty- two weeks in 
1973 and expects to operate for fifty weeks in 1974. tn 

The Youth Corps wishes to thank the Fire Department, 
Counselors and the Townspeople who have cooperated to 
make this program a success.

Annual Report 


In March of 1972, the four towns SuReened he sum. ae 
$2.00 per capita amounting to $8,900.00, to support the am- 
bulance service from September 1, 1972, to August 31, 1973. 
The actual cost of operations for that period was $8,424.73. 
Receipts for services rendered totaled $2,484.88, Jeaying. a 
surplus of $3,365.15. 

In March of 1973, the towns appropriated the sum a $1. 00 
per capita amounting to $4,450.00, to cover cost of oper- 
ations from September 1, 1973, to March 1974. Actual.cost 
of operations from September 1, 1973, to December 31, 1973, 
total $5,665.28. Therefore, the $4, 450 plus the surplus from 
the first year, less the $5,665.28 leaves us with $3,191.08 to 
operate for the next three months. _ 

This year the towns will be asked to ashe the: sum 
of $2.50 per capita. There are several reasons for this $.50 
increase, the first being that within the sixteen months of 
operation, two of the three ambulances were replaced at a 
cost of $5,000. We anticipate the need of replacing. the 
third ambulance this year. The cost of ambulance and radio 
maintenance, supplies and equipment has increased. There 
is also continuous need to increase the number of volunteers 
on the service and to provide training for these volunteers. 

In the sixteen months of operation, the ambulance service 
has answered a total of 180 calls: Greenville (81), Mason 
(21), New Ipswich (72) and Temple (6). In the last four 
months, there has been a 20% increase in calls. ated 

We wish to offer special thanks to the Greenville Legion 
Post Number 13, for donating $400.00 to purchase two re- 
susitators; also to the Souhegan Lions Club and the Green- 
ville Lions Club who each donated $150.00 for the purchase 
of two scoop stretchers. 

We thank all the volunteer driver/attendants, the. Gren 
ville Fire Department, Nelson’s Answering Service and 
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everyone who helped us during these first sixteen months 
of operation.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Annual Report — 1973 


The Mason Conservation Commission progress report for 
1973 includes the following: 

Received a letter from Joseph Hill agreeing with the com- 
mission’s desire to conserve five cedar trees, a cellar hole, a 
well, and a well-rock located on his property in the vicinity 
of Brookline Road. A conservation restriction is now being 
drawn. up, in this respect, with the aid of John Munson, at- 
torney-at-law, from Manchester. This conservation restric- 
tion should become active in the very near future. 

The Ford Foundation gave the commission a grant of 
$750.00. This money can only be used to help defray ex- 
penses relative to surveying conservation property. Survey 
work has been started on the Francis J. Coyne Wildlife 
Sanctuary. 

Two young people were sent to the Conservation Camp at 
Bear Brook State Park. Two subscriptions of Ranger Rick, 
a wildlife magazine for children was presented to the Mason 
library. Clean-up day was conducted as usual in May. Many 
thanks to those who participated this year. The commission 
would be grateful for additional help in the coming years. 
An identification marker was placed on Coyne Lane ident- 
ifying the Coyne Wildlife Sanctuary. Initial fire hole work 
was started at the water hole next to the Mason Volunteer 
Fire Department. This hole was widened and deepened and 
the dam will be repaired in 1974. 

Barry Erhardt was added to the commission’s membership 
during the year. 

The commission voted to maintain neath in the 
State Conservation Commission for purposes of keeping a- 
breast of changes in the conservation picture. One member 
is maintaining membership in the Conservation Law Foun- 
dation for purposes of keeping abreast on any changes in 
laws governing conservation practices.

Article 2: Are you in favor of: 

1. amending Mason Planning Ordinance as proposed by the Plan- 
ning Board to ban mobile homes. Yes-138 No-108 #£4Passed. 

2. amending Mason Planning Ordinance for the purpose of re- 
zoning the T. A. Eaton estate to a one acre “Rural Residential” area. 
Yes - 43 No-203 #£4Defeated. 

Article 3: The following town officers were elected from the floor: 

Town Auditor — Isabelle Anderson 

Library Trustee — Joanne Parker 

Cemetery Trustee — Donald Armington and Edith Marshall 

Trust Fund Trustee — James Rowse 

All elected town officers were sworn in by Moderator. 

Article 4: Town Budget. Moved and seconded by Selectmen to 
raise and appropriate $78,649 for the town budget for 1973. Not one 
word of discussion. Passed by voice vote. 

Article 5: Selectmen and Treasurer were authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 

Article 6: Moved, seconded and passed to raise $2,750 to pay 
balance of costs of reappraisal of the town and to cover costs of 1973 
adjustments. 

Article 7: Authorized payment of $1.00 per capita ($550) in sup- 
port of the Souhegan Valley Ambulance District Service. 

Article 8: Voted in affirmative $5,000 to be added to the Trust 
Fund for fire apparatus and equipment. 

Article 9: $389.64 was appropriated as the town’s share to the 
Southwestern N. H. Regional Planning Commission. 

Article 10: Darling Hill Road, Cascade Road, Old Ashby Road, to 
be declared scenic roads was tabled. 

Article 11: $350.00 was voted for repair of historic Town Pound. 

Article 12: ‘Meals on Wheels” lost out. Tabled. 
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Article 13: Remaining 42 V.F.W. lot deeded to Charles Temple, 
Valley Road for $1.00 at no cost to town. 

Article 14: Establishment of Mason Dept. Public Works tabled for 
1974. Selectmen to study, check and present complete cost figures 
covering roads, parks, playgrounds, cemeteries and town dump. 

Article 15: Unable to find a way to decrease pay of Selectmen it 
was voted, after amendment, to increase their pay “not to exceed

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

When our schools opened for the year, we found many 
changes, not only in staffing, but also in many other projects 
that had been completed during the summer. * 

Our rate of staff turnovers was still on the high side at 
the Mascenic Regional School, but only a few replace- 
ments were necessary at the Elementary Schools. Reasons 
for the termination of employment were as follows: illness, 
personal, retirement, and to teach out of state. 

For the past few years we have been working towards 
continuity in our curriculum in all our elementary schools, 
so that the students will be exposed to like programs; thus 
making the transition to the Mascenic Regional School 
less difficult. This year we were able to provide new texts 
in Social Studies for grades three through five; make a 
concerted effort to improve the Handwriting Program in 
the area of Language Arts; and complete the Mathematics 
Program for all elementary grades, by making replace- 
ments in texts as necessary. 

Many teachers have been participating in the course, 
“Reading in the Middle School,” an In-Service Program 
made available for the staff. 

We appreciate Mr. Thomas Mohan’s cooperation in re- 
scheduling his Art and Music Programs at the Mascenic 
Regional School, so that we could provide Art and Music 
instruction, once again, in all of our elementary schools. 
This has been greatly appreciated not only by the teaching 
staff but by the parents of the children. 

All the staff at the Mascenic Regional School, under the 
guidance of Mr. Mohan, have been working on various 
committees in preparation for the Schools Evaluations by 
the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. 
More information will be available after the study has been 
completed, tentatively the middle of May 1974. 

Our long range plans in the area of maintenance have 
been continued with the following accomplishments: 

At the Mason Elementary School the interior of the out- 


side wall in the original section was repaired; this included 
replacement of the wooden plate over the windows, re- 
placement of jack studs, and replastering that section of 
wall. 

Before shingling the original section of the roof, with 290 

weight shingles, it was necessary, due to dry rot, to replace 
the old boards with plywood and add a drip edge to solve 
leakage problems. Repairs were made to the screens, and 
a key control system was established for the first time to 
improve the security coverage for the building and its con- 
tents. - 
Work at the Greenville Public School included: replacing 
the damaged wood stairs on the fire escape on the north 
side of the building; pointing up the entire exterior of the 
foundation wall; installing a new solid core door and jamb 
in the boys’ toilet area, as well as removing a large bump 
in the corridor floor at the entrance way; reshingling the 
front portion of the main roof; pointing a portion of the 
chimney which is above the roof level; scraping the ex- 
terior of the building, sealing and painting where necessary; 
patching and paving the walks and playgrounds; installing 
a new chain-linked fence and gate in front of the school, 
and repairing the existing fence, which improved the secur- 
ity conditions for the building. 

The only work done at the Sacred Heart School was the 
addition of an automatic water feeder to the boiler, as the 
exterior of this school was painted a year ago. 

-At the New Ipswich Central School all roof flashings 
were cleaned and sealed; one coat of silicone was applied 
to the exterior brick facings; all exterior trim, including 
windows and doors, were given one coat of paint; the slid- 
ing cafeteria door between the serving counter and the 
kitchen was repaired; in the two basement classrooms, drop 
ceilings were installed, partitions were extended to the 
ceiling to eliminate the noise factor, a new solid core door 
with a view panel was installed; an extension of the bell 
system was installed to make sure the fire alarm system 
was audible; it was necessary to change the lighting in the 
basement corridor: the hot water going to the girls’ and 
boys’ toilet areas has been tempered, eliminating the chances 
of any pupil getting burned; and to improve security con- 


ditions the school was re-keyed and outside lighting added. 

We should continue the progress made in maintenance 
this past year so that all of our schools will be in an excellent 
state of repair. 

As stated in my previous report, we were able to take 
care of the needs of the school children educationally and 
to make the necessary repairs to the facilities as they de- 
veloped through the year, and were able to still bring for- 
ward an unexpended balance. This present year, however, 
is going to be a difficult one; in that the prices of fuel, 
paper, and other budgetary items have increased tremend- 
ously since the budget was prepared eighteen months ago.
